600 miles south of Bataan.

The purchase price of an automo- 
bile, whether It Is to ho used for 
business or pleasure, cannot be de- 
ducted from gross Income. If used 
for business, It Is a capital expendi- 
ture; If used for pleasure, 11 is a 
personal expnndllure—Imlh deduc- 
tions being expressly prohibited by 
the Income tax law.

Business losses rnsult, from tho 


purchase and Halo of merchandise. 
.Such losses uximlly are nw<>rt«hic<l 
by means of Inventories, which aro 
required whenever in (be opinion 
of tho Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue their use Is necessary lo 
determine tho Income of any lax- 
payer. 


The term "transaction entered 
Into for profit" moans any kind of 
business proposition. For example, 
a taxpayer purchases an nulonio- 
bile to be used solely for business 
purposei, and which la sold al a 
loss. As this In a business propo- 
sition from Htai'l to finish, Iho loss 
Is deductible. Bui If lie had pur- 
chased the automobile to be unod 
for pleasure or ciinvvnlininc, tlm 
deduction would not be allowed; 
It was a transaction nntorod inlo 
for profit. 


A loss sustained In the theft of 


an automobile purchased for pleas-, 
lire or convenience ia dndurtiblo, 
as it falls In class 3. If, because of I 
faulty driving but not of "wilful' 
negligence," un automobile main- 
tained for pleasure is damaged, Ihe 
taxpayer may claim Iho loss sus- 
tained,

come, whereas all the ordinary and 
necessary expenses of carrying on 
any trade or business ar« deduct- 
ible. 


In the event a taxpayer la en- 


gaged in an occupation which re- 
quires the use of equipment, as In 
tho cases of Army officers, 
ball 


players, firemen, aviators, nurses, 
and surgeons, the cost of such is 
deductible only lo the extent (1) 
that it is specifically required and 
(2) that It does not take the place 
of ordinary clothing. Thus, expen-1 
ditures for the purchase and clean- 
Ing of jockeys' uniforms aand base- 
ball uniforms of professional base- 
ball players and tho cost of rain- 
coats, boots, and helmets of city 
firemen and policemen are allow- 
able deductions, while the cost of 
uniforms of Army and Navy offi- 
cers, nurses, railway trainmen, bar- 
bers, and surgeons is a personal 
expense and not deductible.

«£!ctory and freedom or slavery and 
ruin," he pointed out, and then as- 
serted that an overwhelming debt, 
bT»t with freedom, 
was worth a 
thousand times more than the oth- 
V alternative. 


He praised the stamp pledge plan 
as a democratic and American way 
whereby the humblest citizen of the 
nation can have a part and that a 
person unable to buy more than a 
10-cent stamp was supporting hl« 
government. 


Turning to the main portion of 
his address, the district judge re- 
ferred to the observance Sunday of 
the birthday of George Washing- 
ton, the leader of the 
American 
forces for freedom and the first 
president of the American repub- 
lic. 
He pointed out that Wash- 
ington's acceptance In those times 
was not a friendly one and he waa 
not praised as the father of his 
country," but was tho victim of 
criticism and calumny In difficult 
and trying times, and when men 
of great stamina 
and 
character 
were required to carry through. 
He pointed out tho continued re- 
treats of the Ill-armed, Ill-clad and 
poorly-fed soldiers under Washing- 
ton and the bitter winter spent In 
Valley Forge. He said the Revo- 
lutionary war was a long, bitter 
and discouraging struggle for eight 
years. 


Listing liabilities facing Wash- 
ington at Valley Forge, Judge How-
